Too Much Strong Drink Is One Rea-

The belief that General Victoriano 


lluerta is suffering a mortal illness has 
resulted from reports received at the 
department of justice in Washington 
is to his condition. 


General lluerta lies closely guarded 


iu an officer's home on the reservation 
at Fort Bliss, El Paso. Tex. 
His 


strength is gone and his spirit broken. 
The attorney general's desire to ascer- 
tain the condition of his health result- 
ed from a request that he be released 
on bail pending his recovery. 


As a result of the inquiries made by j 


tbe agents of the government at Fort 
Bliss tbe belief bas gained ground that 
me of fate's ironies is likely to be con- 
summated in bringing about the ex- 
dictator's death iu imprisonment uuder 
the government which he flaunted 
with such high bravado in the early 
days of President Wilson's adminis- 
tration. 


The exact cause of Huerta's illness 


has not 
bt-en given in the reports 


which have been laid before the attor- 
ney ppneral. 
A!! of them agree that 


lie i.« "seriously" and "critically" ill 
and that no fenr for his escape need be 
entertained if his release is permitted 
at this time. 


Too Much Strong Drink. 


Early 
reports had indicated thnt 


llueria litn! suffered from the effects 
;>f too murii alcohol imbibed both be- 
fore and after his arrest at El Paso 
last summer. These reports recall the 
stories w hich came to the United States 
in tbe days when the Huerta regime at 
Mexico City was tottering, which de- 
scribed midnight parties in the cafes 
of the .Mexican capital aud one iu par- 
ticular which ended with a long drive 
in one of the parks in the presidential 
liintiusiue. during which the dictator 
drank freely from a bottle of his fa- 
vorite cognac. 


The strong body and iron will of tbe 


ruler who was able to defy the wishes 
of tt;e United States for so long a time 
have been broken either by the ex- 
e*'?s«-t: or by the humiliation of his con- 
tiaemeut. The reason why a request is 
now made for '.he withdrawal of the 
department of justice's guard from his 
bedside is not to permit bis removal to 
more agreeable quarters, but merely 
to relieve the mind of the old soldier 
of the displeasure caused by the fact 
that lie is constantly under guard. Qe 
lias told liis. friends that he is never 
l>eriiiltted to be alone even to receive 
visitors.
